8 Billions in Year 


Sen. Taft Warns Marshal 
Plan Must Be Trimmed; 


Other Official Views 


Washington, Dec. 23—(AP)— 


American aid to Europe may ex- 
ceed $8,000,000,000 in one year it 
President Truman's long-range re 
covery proposal is not trimmed bj 
congress, Senator Taft (R-Ohio) 
declared today. 


Taft told reporters that if the 


president's request for $6.800,000,- 
000 for the first 15 months of the 
so-called Marshall plan is grant- 
ed, additional outlays of Amer- 
ican money in Europe may total 
$1,200,000,000 in the year begin 
ning July 1. 


Commenting that he expects lit- 


tle of the original recovery funds 
to be spent before that date, the 
Ohio senator said congress must 
keep in mind the necessity of pro- 
viding- about $850,000,000 for Ger- 
man food. 


He said European countries at 


the same time will be able to draw 
roughly $350,000,000 in American 
money 
from 
the 
International 


Bank. 


From Stabilization Fund 


Taft, who has said that the pres- 


ident's program involves too much 
money, noted that wholly apart 
from this calculation, the western 
European nations could be ex- 
pected to obtain about $500,000,- 
•00 from the International Stabil- 
teation Fund. 


Taft also pointed to government 


reports which 
accompanied the 


president's Marshall plan message 
indicating that exports of good; 
from, this country for the next 
year will continue to exceed im- 
ports by about $10,000,000,000. 


"We can't export $10,000,000,- 


000 more than we import without 
continuing to have high prices," 
the Ohioan declared. 


Meanwhile, Senator Morse (R- 


Ore), who "doesn't always follow 
the voting- path of his GOP col- 
leagues, cautioned his party not 
to try to peddle "a political bill 
of goods" in acting on the Mar- 
shall plan.

Morse told reporters'he is "per- 


fectly willing to go along WT,th the 
Republican party in any modifica- 
tion of the Marshall plan that can 
be supported by adequate evi- 
dence.""

"But," he added, "my party 


should not forget, that the Amer- 
ican people -are not interested in 
being sold a political bill of goods. 
They want a Brogram of states- 
manship that places the public in- 
terest above both Democratic and 
Republican 'presidential politics."

Denies Guilt in Slaying- 


Marino, .convicted of murdering 


a 77 year old janitor at South 
Beloit, 111., told a reporter he was 
"very happy" about the decision 
and denied any connection with 
the slaying. 


Charles R. Patterson, janitor at 


the South -Beloit city hall, was 
found shot to death Feb. 20, 1925 
and Marufo was arrested a week 
later at Beloit, Wis., and was ac- 
cused of killing Patterson in a 
holdup attempt. 


Marino, a native of Sicily, was 


18 years old and could not yet 
speak or write English.

fied by the truck driver whose load 
was hijacked Friday as one of the 
hijackers. 


Radek said he believed im- 


mediately after his escape from 
the gang ride that Vlcek was 
killed, but has since learned that 
the man escaped alive but badly 
mauled.

In that case a man who was 
convicted twice, the latest being a 
Charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud on the pretense of being able 
to influence the granting of WET 
contracts, was given a commuta- 
tion of sentence to permit him to 
eat Thanksgiving dinner at home". 


"Splendid Christ man Gifts" 


Jenner added that "a large num- 


ber of enlisted men" many of 
whom were inducted at an early 
age and suffered battle fatigue or 
shell shock still arc in prison.

Digest of the News for 
Poultry Raisers 


A Weekly Letter 
by Frank Priebe 


About a year ago six English- 


men came over here to take a look 
at the poultry industry in the 
United States. 


When I visited with them they 


had been m the east and were head- 
ed west. 
I suppose, in the few 


weeks they were in this country, 
they saw more of our pouultry in- 
dustry and got a more complete 
picture of it than many 6f us 
have. 


So I was particularly interested 


!n the report of their trip, which 
I received not long- ago. 


It's always helpful to fiid out 


what an outsider thinks of the way 
\ve do things. 
For instance, the 


Englishmen were evidently im- 
pressed with the number of lay- 
ing- flocks that are kept in the 
house the year around. When they 
reached what they described as 
"the more backward areas," they 
found hens were given free range 
and were laying- fewer eggs. 


They were impressed \v\th cer- 


tain labor-saving practices: 
the 


use of deep litter, the cafeteria 
style of feeding", and the automatic 
watering- systems they found in 
many poultry houses. 


They must not have visited the 


farm I was on not so long ago. 


It was, in most respects, a well- 


equipped farm, 
probably better 


than the average. 
But as we 


drove into the yard I saw' the 
farmer's wife lugging- two big 
cream pails filled with water out 
to the hen house. I wondered then 
how much it would cost to run a 
pipe out to the hen house and put 
in automatic waterers. 
Probably 


not a lot. I'm suret it would soon 
pay for itself in extra eggs. And 
I'm equally sure it wpuld save that 
lady a lot of time and back-break- 
ing work every day. 


"Concentration on Profit" 


• But to get back to the English- 
men: 


They reported, apparently with 


some surprise, that ''there seemed 
to be an exclusive concentration 
on, fhe profit motive by most of 
the poultry keepers we visited." 


I suspect that comment was 


made by one of the government 
lepresentatives in the group. And 
since the present British govern- 
ment doesn't think too highly of 
the "profit motive," I suppose that

remark was intended as a polite 
criticism. 


But the way I look at it, it's a 


great compliment. 


I remember that the Englishmen 


in the group who were actually 
raising- chickens weren't nearly as 
disinterested in the profit motive 
as 
the government representa- 


tives. 
In fact, they thoroughly 


disapproved of a lot of their gov- 
ernment regulations. 
"But 
the 


regulations are 
for your own 


good," the men from their Minis- 
try of Agriculture insisted. 


I'm sure the British poultry 


raisers 
weren't 
convinced—any 


more than I was. 


And fio\v I hear men in our own 


department of agriculture 
sug- 


gesting that some controls may 
have to be imposed on our poultry 
industry. 
They assure us these 


controls will be .for our own good. 
But every time they say it 1 think 
of those English poultry raisers— 
and how the eggs from their flocks 
became the property of the gov- 
ernment as soon as they were laid. 


It makes you stop and think a 


little, doesn't it? 


What else but the profit motive 


caused us to adopt the progressive 
methods our English friends same 
over here to study? It's the rea- 
son for our progress. I don't think 
we should let it be stifled or dis- 
credited. 
- If it is allowed to function free- 
ly, the profit motive Avill contiol 
production a lot better than all the 
regulations that Washington can 
issue.

follow. 


This minor accomplishment was 


not something' that lay only within 
the 
foreign 
ministers' 
power. 


fcvery time the demociacies are 
able to thwart the Soviets' pro- 
gram, or even call*the Soviets' 
bluff, they destroy some of that 
bluff' and reveal more of the 
unadorned program. . 


This is a slou, wearingr-away 


process, but perhaps it Is the best 
hope of world peace and freedom. 
It may not be making' the Russians 
less stubborn or weakening- their 
position, but it is certainly making: 
their position less . defensible. 


At the war's end Russia had 


helped herself to a big: bite of 
Poland and had installed govern- 
ments of her own choosing- there 
and in Yugoslavia. 
The excuse 


was that Russia, having been in- 
vaded twice by Germany, needed 
friendly states on her 
western 


bbrders to prevent further attacks. 


Russia's allies accepted this, for 


three reasons.

Relations with 


Russia -were hopeful, 
and 
the 


Allies' attitude was conciliatory. 
Besides,"there was some justice in 
the claims. 


The Kremlin used the same ex- 


cuse, but less successfully, when 
it denied popular will in the border 
countries through rigged elections, 
then purged the opposition leaders 
as "traitors" and "reactionaries," 
After that the excuse was no 
good.

mands'1 and then more demands.

Washington—In the December 


number of the Ladies Home Jour- 
nal, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt pub- 
lished a question addressed to her- 
self ostensibly by a "discussion 
group of young married people" 
concerning her intercession with 
the state department in January, 
1939, on behalf of Hanns Eislcr, 
an Austrian music-teacher, who 
was a fugitive from Hitler's gas- 
chambers. 
Mrs. Roosevelt wrote 


to Sumner Welles, then undcr-sec- 
retary of state, forwarding docu- 
ments received by her from "a 
perfectly honest person" who was 
"perfectly sure" Eisler was not a 
Communist and had no political 
affiliations. 


Welles, busy with big affairs, 


passed the buck. The inevitable 
result was that Eisler and his 
wife sneaked in under the tent at 
Mexican as immigrants notwith- 
sta^iding his connection with the 
world Communist conspiracy. Hav- 
ing- passed the 
buck, 
however, 


Welles wrote back to .Mrs. R. that 
bur file indicates that Mr. Eisler 
has been connected in some mea- 
sure with Communistic organiza- 
tions." 


Eleanor the Great assumes her 


convenient

mock-modest unimportance in her 
reply to the question put to her- 
self in her own space in the mag- 
azine. 
She says she asked only 


that Eisler's case be reviewed and

Her present statement that she 


knew this man only "slightly" is 
an obvious attempt to hedge. It 
stands in contrast to her assur- 
ance to Welles, initiating the out- 
rage, that the man who engaged 
her interest was "a perfectly hon- 
est person" who was "perfectly 
sure" that Eisler was not a Com- 
munist. She could not have vouch- 
ed for the absolute honesty of a 
man whom she knew only "slight- 
ly." And no person dealing above 
board with our state department 
would have ventured to vouch for 
this comparative stranger's ab- 


Communist-led strikes in France 
and Italy, and now in the London 
fiasco. 
But they have managed 


to-hold their gains. Their dog-in- 
the-manger tactics have Europe 
in a turmoil. 


It is clea?-, then, that America, 


Britain and France must unite 
their efforts to put western Ger- 
many back on her feet. The Ruhr 
industry must be buiit up if Europe 
is to be revived.

The Russian government is put-
